One quaint 
old pair stood in opposite corners each 
on its trim pedestal. These especially 
remind one of the "what not" of our 
grandmother's days, each shelf small 
and three cornered. 


Tall narrow shelves can be hung in 


pairs, one either side a large i,.cture 
or mirror. The arrangement of books 
or pottery must be carefully thought 
out, so that the colors blend 'pleasant- 
ly with the picture. 


These narrow upright shelves are 


also hung in pairs either side a fire- 
place. 
For that matter small desk: 


are sometimes placed either side the 
fireplace, and above each is hung a 
wide set of shelves for books. 


Our grandmother's "what-nots" are 


now highly treasured and have been 
brought out from their years of hiber- 
nation in the attic and are now proud- 
ly seeing active service again. Both 
books and china find a place on them. 


Built-in book shelves have been sug- 


gested and indeed very cleverly de- 
signed for use in many-^ rooms — the 
living room preferably. 


DECORATED WITH LACQUER 
Small shelves with glass doors that 


lock, are also hung on the wall. These 
are sometimes fancifully 
decorated 


with designs in lacquer and are more 
often tisecl for small treasures in 
jade, glass or ivory, than for books. 


The idea of locking books away 


has 
largely 
gone 
out of use,—as 


indeed have glass 
doors for book 


shelves. 
One man found he just had 


to keep his valuable 
collection of 


autographs under lock and key. So 
he was glad to find an antique set of 
book shelves that had a key that real- 
ly worked. To be sure the key was a 
nuisance on his keyring—belonging to 
the days when keys were generous in 
build. 


He found that guests looking over 


autographs, many of them on small 
pieces of paper, were sometimes care- 
less about replacing them, and -while 
he couldn't and wouldn't believe any 
one would take one, still, his precious 
autographs "would be found missing. 
The 
locked book case solved 
the 


problem, because he saw to it, that he 
returned the autographs himself. 


As was' said at 
the 
beginning, 


books are indeed "for interior decora- 
tion!"

CONSUMER ALWAYS PAYS 


The two cent gasoline tax -which is 


about to go into effect in Wisconsin af- 
ford"? a good illustration of the manner in 
which taxes are passed on to the consum- 
er. 
This law does not directly tax the 


consumer. 
On the contrary, it goes as 


far hack to the source of his gasoline sup- 
-ply as is practical and levies the tax on 
Ihe wholesaler. It is the company which 
distributes gasoline in Wisconsin from 
which the tax is collected. 


Two years ago Governor Elaine in op- 


posing an almost exactly similar bill 
stated that one of the reasons why he ve- 
toed the measure at that time was because 
a gasoline tax was a sales tax and that it 
•nould be paid by the consumer, that is 
that the price of gasoline would be in- 
creased in an additional amount. 


What he said then was true, and it is 


also true today. 
This tax will not be 


paid by the gasoline companies. It will 
be paid entirely by the consumer. 
The 


oil companies make no secret of the fact 
that on April 1st they will increase their 
price of gasoline to the consumer in W is- 
consin by the amount of the tax levied, 
that is two cents per gallon. It is. there- 
fore, the consumer and none other who 
will pay this tax. 


Now. the same is true of every other 


tax levied in Wisconsin. It is the consum- 
er who pays it in the end. E\ery dol- 
lar of tax that a corporation in Wiscon- 
sin pays is immediately charged to over- 
head and goes into the price of its prod- 
ucts. The purchaser pays the entire tax, 
in fact he pays more than the tax. be- 
cause thp manufacturer or the business- 
man must necessarily make a profit which 
is ample to cover his taxes and other over- 
head and leave a margin for contingen- 
cies. 


A tax of two cents a gallon on gasoline 


is not s light tax. It is a very heavy tax. 
It is a tax of practically ten per cent. 
In other words. P^ ery time a dollars worth 
of thp commodity is purchased ten cents 
of the amount is taxes. It is a good illus- 
tration of how taxes enter into the cost of 
living. 
But this is not all of the tax 


tho consumer pays when he buys gasoline. 
The producer of crude petroleum adds all 
of his taxes, personal, property and in- 
come. 1o the price of raw oil. The refiner 
does the samp. 
The wholesaler repeats 


and so does thp retailer. Four tax over- 
heads enter into the price of gasoline be- 
fore it reaches the consumer and it will 
soon be five in Wisconsin. It would prob- 
ably be conservative to say that one quar- 
ter of the price paid for gasolmp today is 
taxed, or that of every dollars worth of 
gaiolinp \\p buy WP pay at least twenty- 


' five per cent to the cost of government. 


In -varying degrees the same thing 


holds true with every commodity we buy. 
Nothing escapes. 
Thp taxes of innumer- 


able companies run ten per cent oi the 
gross revenue, while some run higher than 
forly per cpnt of 1hp not revenue. 
All of 


this goes into 1he price of the commodity. 
The part that taxes play in the cost, of liv- 
ing is Irompjidous. It is excessive. 


A sales lax of one or two per cent 


would produce a prodigious amount of 
revenue and yet we add what is equivalent 
to a sales tax of ten per cent on gasolmo 
in Wisconsin and think nothing oC it. 


A gasoline tax in principle is justifipf 


because its proceeds go into the im- 
provement of our highways, bill other in- 
creases in taxation are to go into the pock- 
ets of politicians for useless squander- 
ing.

NEED MORE INFORMATION 


A great deal has been made of the test 


at Fortress Monroe in which that strong- 
hold was theoretically "blown 
off the 


map'' in a night raid conducted by air- 
craft. The demonstration seemed to show 
the futility of anti-aircraft guns against 
an attack on a battleship silhouetted on 
the ground, as well as on the land batter- 
ies provided to defend the ship and the 
fortress. The attackers got away without 
a scratch; in fact, their presence was not 
even disclosed until they had dropped 
their explosives and made good their es- 
cape.

Martin bombers seemed to have at clear 
field and practically no resistance. 


A report of this test has been sent to 


Washington, and it is said to be entirely 
favorable to the contention of General 
Mitchell, deposed air chieftain, that bat- 
tleships are helpless in the face of aircraft 
attacks. 
The marksmanship of the in- 


vaders was not perfect, but their com- 
parative freedom of action is regarded as 
an impressive proof of the aircraft menace 
to both land fortifications and the navy. 
On the other hand, it is contended that 
the equipment for repelling the attack 
was not adequate or entirely modern. 


Undoubtedly much will be made of the 


incident in congress to discredit the war 
department and to denounce it for the re- 
moval of General Mitchell. Tie country 
should, not, however, rush headlong into 
ecstacies over General Mitchell's opinions 
about aircraft in relation to war, nor 
should it condemn without reservation 
the attitude of the war department. 
It 


should remember that all the light has not 
as yet been shed on the controversy, and 
in the background the fact that the presi- 
dent stands by the war department in its 
contentions and policies. It will take time 
to ascertain the relative value of air and 
naval craft and their dependency one 
upon the other. 


A political movement is tinder way al- 


ready to make a hero and martyr of Gen- 
eral Mitchell and to run him for public 
office. We should not be carried away by 
this movement either. 
If there is vindi- 


cation coming to General Mitchell it. will 
come through official sources in due time, 
for facts in the end must govern.

HARDENING. 


One of the theoretical advantages gained from the 


practice of cold bathing every morning is "harden- 
ing " If by "hardening" you mean that you become 
less sensitive to the discomforts of ordinary expo- 
sure, I'll go right along with you aa far as the bath 
room door. If you mean by "hardening" a certain 
mvigoration of the vasomotor system which regu- 
lates the circulation, I'll even carry up a few buck- 
ets of water as cold as you like. But if by "hard- 
ening" you imply that you are less likely to con- 
tract any disease or any particular class of dlseasees, 
or_fis the old fogies would say, "take cold," then 
you'll have to wash without my sanction or ap- 
proval.. A lot of people do, more or less, just as 
many practice what they call deep breathing exer- 
cise 'in spite of my assurance that it Is nothing of 
the kind. 
There is some scientific ground to support the be- 


lief that exposure of the naked body to the open 
air and sunlight increases natural resistance against 
\arious infectious diseases, not only tuberculosis 
but the crl (common respiratory infection) and diph- 
theria and even measles and scarlet fever. Whether 
oidmary exposure to cold and wet or even extreme 
or se-vere severe exposure to cold and wet has any 
=uch influence, is a debatable conjecture. But here 
is a letter which corroborates the conclusion drawn 
by our medical officers In the great war. namely, 
that the severest exposure Is not sufficient to cause 
any of the respiratory diseases which old fogies 
still like to ascribe to exposure. 
Dear Dr. Brady: 
There has been much argument around this house- 


hold in regard to your Ideas about not catching 
cold from drafts exposure to wet, etc. 


I well remember when in 1918 in the Meuse Ar 


gonne with the Ninety-first division we were sub 
ect to some fine experience in exposure and lack 
£ home comforts. Our first week brought a. lot of 
vailing and complaining and forebodings about the 
pneumonia which would surely get us. We were 
exposed to shell fire continually under a drizzling 
am Water ran out the second day. Rations ex 
hausted the next day, and there were no blankets, 
due to amateur officers' ioteas of warfare 


However, it is surprising how adaptable the hu- 
ian body becomes under conditions of stress The 
men 
gradually 
became accustomed or hardened. 


They seemed to become attuned to the sound of 
concussions and exploding shrapnel. Food was for 
^.otten Thirst was becoming an agony. But the one 
dominant desire was for a. place to sleep. 


L~nder these exposed conditions we had no pneu- 


mon'a. no bronchial troubles, colds or coughing, not 
even the common coryza. With all the discomforts 


ery man seemed fit as a fiddle. 
But listen to this: After being relieved by other 


troops and taken off the lines we were fed in real 
American fashion. Almost instantly every ailment 
from mumps to meinigitis broke over the outfit. 


This letter is merely to vouch for Your teachings 


on the subject.' From my experience in France, 
which was contrary to all my former notions about 
exposure, it -was forced on m© that our artificial 
devices for prodacing comforts and protecting us 
from the elements do not particularly promote our 
health, after all.
